Veterans Hear 


Morgan Speak 
Of Canadians 


Dai Morgan, veteran of the 
First Great War and who just 
returned from 18 months over- 
seas serving with the Canadian 
forces in the present war, spoke 
to a smoker meeting of the 
Crossfield branch Canadian Leg- 
ion and the Crossfield Unit of 
the Veterans’ Volunteer Reserve 
in the Masonic hall at Crossfield 
on Thursday night of last week. 


Mr. Morgan touched on many 
pertinent points during his ad- 
dress, dwelling frequently on the 
way Canadian men are being 
being treated in Great Britain 
and as a point of recriprocation 
suggested that whenever we see 
2, soldier, sailor or airman from. 
Great Britain to “give him a lit- 
tle cheer, for our boys are get- 
ting it over there.” 

In speaking of general army 
conditions in this war as com- 
pared to the 1914-1918 conflict, 
Mr. Morgan said the men are 
better clothed, better fed and 
better bedded; they are given 
evry opportunity to study a vari- 
ety of subjects through the Can- 
adian Legion War Services, and 
have in General McNaughton an 
excellent leader. 


Mr. Morgan continued in his 
address and gave examples.of 
the valiance of the civilians in 
Great Britain who are with- 
standing many hardships as a 
result of the war. The A.R.P. 
workers were also given due 
credit by the speaker. 

Following Mr. Morgan’s in- 
teresting address, C. H. McMil- 
lan, chairman for the meeting, 
called on a number of men pre- 
sent, who said a few words.

The Purchase of Sugar is 
Now Regulated by Law 


s A prudent precaution, the quantity of sugar which may lawfully be consumed 
A in any household is now restricted by law to an amount of three-quarters of 
one pound per person per week, and it is now unlawful to purchase more than two 
weeks’ supply at any one time or to make any purchase if present supplies are 


sufficient for more than two weeks. 


This step has been taken to conserve the satisfactory reserve stock of sugar in 
Canada and is an assurance to the consumer that there is no reason for heavy 


buying of sugar. 


Ration coupons will not be used to enforce the sugar limitations in Canada. The 
supply of sugar in our country has been under control for more than two and a 
half years and the homekeeper has always been able to satisfy her needs; she will 


The maintenance of the new regulation’ governing the purchase of sugar 


rests, as the success of all laws in a democratic country must rest, upon the 
loyal support of the people. Any consumption of sugar in excess of the quantity 
stipulated by this regulation is not only an offence against the law, but is also 
a betrayal of the war effort and consequently an offence against decency. 


Reports received from retailers indicate that in some districts there has been 
misunderstanding of the requirements of the law. In some cases, people are under 
the impression that they should at once lay in a sufficient supply for two weeks; this 
of course is not necessary because a continued supply of sugar is assured. In other 
cases it has been assumed that a greatly restricted ration is to be made effective in the 
near future. This is incorrect because The Wartime Prices and Trade Board has 
already stated that the sugar supply situation is such that requirements of the 
consumer at the rate of three-quarters of a pound per week can readily be supplied. 


As a means of protecting consumers from unknowingly breaking the law, it is 


suggested to retailers that, for the present, they limit sales to any one customer to 
an amount of not more than five pounds. 


1. The ration is %4 pounds per person per week, 
including adults, children and infants, members of the 
family, boarders, servants, and guests who remain for 
four days or more. 


2. Purchase your sugar in the ordinary way, but not 
more than two weeks’ supply at a time. No coupons, 
stamps or tickets are required, 

3. Do not purchase any sugar if you have two weeks’ 
or more supply on hand. 


4. Persons in remote areas who are not able to buy 
every week or two weeks may continue to buy more 
than two weeks’ supply at a time, but should measure 
their consumption at the ration rate, namely 34 pounds 
per person per week, 


5. Lumber camps and other firms providing board 
for their employees mast see that consumption is 
restricted to %4 pounds per week per person, effective 
immediately.

Summary of Sugar Rationing Regulations 


6. Economize on sugar in every way you can; some 
people can get along on less than the ration. Persons 
dining in hotels, restaurants, etc., are expected to 
restrict their sugar consumption, } 


7. Additional supplies of sugar will be made available 
for home preserying and canning. 


8. The restriction applies only to cane and beet 
sugars of all kinds—granulated sugar, icing sugar, fruit 
sugar, brown sugar, raw sugar, etc. 


9. Industrial users of sugar, hospitals and other 
institutions, hotels and restaurants, will be advised by 
the Sugar Administrator how the sugar restrictions 
will affect them, 


10. Retailers are entitled to refuse sale or to limit 


sales to any person they have reason to believe is 
attempting to disregard this law. 


Vigorous steps will be taken to punish wilful infractions 


of the law. 


The penalties provided are imprisonment 


for as long as two years and a fine up to $5,000

British Managing to 
Save Stores and Men 
In Withdrawal

night I saw British forces prepar- 
ing for enemy tank attacks. But 
withdrawal to stronger positions 
may become necessary. 

The situation in the green hills 
of Africa’s big bend east of Bengasi 
is uncertain. That row of Cyrenaican 
towns on or near the coast be- 
tween Gazala and Agedabia have 
twice been a snare and a delusion 
to the enemy and once to us. Ad- 
vancing armies go straight across 
the desert south of the green hills 
cutting off the forces lying in those 
pleasant towns. The British did it 
a year ago and repeated it a month 
ago. The Germans did it last March 
and April and are trying to do it 
again. Each time the manoeuvre 
succeeds, the loser forfeits some of 
his troops and quantities of sup- 
plies. 

This time we weren’t taken by 
surprise in Bengasi. Our supplies 
were withdrawn well in time. Cer- 
tain forces, however, were left to 
descend from northern hills on en- 
emy columns advancing eastward in 
the desert, in the hope of throw- 
ing his offensive off balance. But 
the enemy was stronger than was 
expected, and our counter thrusts 
-Mavent succeeded. Moreover, the 
German advance westward was 
greatly aided by strong forces oi 
tanks Moving north on Bengasi. 

This army. knows from great ex- 
perience that it is a better. army 
than the Germans, except in the 
range and strength of its tank guns. 
I have talked to British soldiers 
who ask nothing but action. But 
that proviso about strength and 
range of tank guns is very import- 
ant. Censorship has allowed me to 
say before this that the German 
tanks outgunned us. But it cannot 
be said too often. The British tank 
men are a corps d’elite if I ever 
Saw one. These facts remain: Three- 
quarters of Gen, Rommel’s original 
force of tanks, men and equipment 
were written off by the eighth army 
between Nov. 18 and Jan. 18. The 
Nile valley is safer now than at any 
time since Italy declared war. And 
this admitted setback in Cyrenaica 
during the last few days is not the 
precipitate retreat of last spring. It 
is a slow, fighting withdrawal with 
everything under control.
